1. DEPARTMENT DOES NOT INTEND TO HAVE PRESS SPOKESMAN 
ISSUE STATEMENT ON BERLIN ACCESS ISSUE ON MONDAY JULY 
22, AND WOULD PREFER THAT PARIS AND LONDON ALSO WITHHOLD 
COMMENT AT THIS JUNCTURE. TRIPARTITE COMMENT NOW WOULD 
IN OUR VIEW ONLY STIMULATE PRESS INTEREST AND COULD LEAD 
TO UNHELPFUL SPECULATION THAT SOVIETS ARE STIMULATING 
BERLIN TROUBLE TO COINCIDE WITH CYPRUS PROBLEM. DEPART- 
MENT WOULD ACCORDINGLY SEE MERIT IN CONFINING WESTERN
